Use of Incubators in Cenneries. 


While the use of incubetors in canneries is et present in an experimental 
stage, they have an undoubted velue for certain purposes. Further experiment and 
experience are necessary to demonstrate the conditions under which they can be ad= 
vantageously installed and used. If the efficiency of the cook is in doubt, in- 
cubation of samples enables the cenner to ascertain, within a comparatively short 
time, whether the product will spoil in storage. It also serves as a check on the 
Operations of the retorts. 


No speciel incubator is made for use in canneries. Most of those now 
used were built by the canners themselves. In one plant a large chicken incubator 
is utilized, but it hes the disadvantage of accommodating only o limited number 
of cans. 


Successful use of an incubator requires an accurate system of marking 
samples for incubetion so that the lot from which they were taken may be identi- 
fied, along with a record of the hour at which they were collected and the process 
given. At least daily examinetion of samples incubeted is necessary to detect 
spoilage in the form of swells or flat sours.

Postponement of Merking Regulations. 


The Italian Government has postponed until December 31 the requirement 
for indelible marking of containers of canned fruits and vegetables, according 
to a cablegram received in the Department of Commerce, July 12, from the Commer=- 
ciel Attaché,H.C.MeLeean, Rome. These regulations were due to be in force from 
July l. 


Mi srepresentation Chargede 


The Federal Trade Commission has ismed a complaint against the 
NuGrape Company. The complaint states that in the marketing of "NuGrape" the 
firm both in its advertising matter and pictorial representations gives to the 
general purchasing public the impression that its product is composed in whole 
or in part of the juice of the grape. The complaint alleges, however, that the 
company's product is not made from the juice of the grape or of the fruit itself. 


Under the law, whenever the Commission has reason to believe that an 
unfair method of competition has been used against the public interest, it mst 
issue its complaint. However, the question whether or not such method has been 
used is not passed upon by the Commission finally until after respondents have 
had thirty days in which to answer and the issue has been tried out. 


United States Navy in Market for Canned Beete. 


Under Schedule #2468, the Navy is asking for bids on 451,000 lbs. of 
canned beets, bids to be opened August 10, 1924. Canners interested in the 
above should apply to the eant of Supplies and Accounts, United States Navy 
Depertment, Washington, D.C., and ask for copies of Schedule #2488.
